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EDITORIAL 


The  Student  Government  Association  of  Fitchburg  State  College  has,  as  its  basic 
function,  the  purpose  of  managing  the  affairs  of  the  students  of  FSC.  This  function 
has  not  been  fulfilled.  The  SGA  Council  is  an  ineffective  body,  the  administration  of 
FSC  has  abrogated  the  Council's  right  to  govern  the  students  of  this  college.  This 
is  a  situation  that  cannot  be  tolerated  any  longer. 

The  SGA  Council  should  be  the  governing  body  of  all  dormitories  and  should  also 
have  a  say  in  the  hiring  and  firing  of  instructors  at  FSC.  There  are  many  aspects 
of  this  college  that  lie  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Student  Government  Association 
and  the  administration  has  pre-empted  our  rights  in  this  area. 


There  is  the  question  of  the  transient  status  we  students  have.  Many  faculty  and 
administrators  feel  that  since  we  are  here  for  but  four  years,  we  have  not  the  right 
to  implement  the  changes  we  feel  are  necessitated  by  the  abject  and  atrocious  con- 
ditions we  inherited  from  previous,  uncourageous  "students"  who  were  content  to 
sit  back  and  be  told  what  to  do.  It  is  not  only  our  right,  but  our  responsibility,  to 
restructure  this  college  according  to  our  present  needs  and  desires.  However  transient 
our  status  may  be,  we  are  paying  the  salaries  of  the  administrators  and  faculty  of 
this  school;  it  is  therefore  necessary  that  these  "public  servants"  be  responsive  and 
attentive  to  what,  we,  as  students,  want  in  our  college  atmosphere. 


However  we  look  at  it,  conditions  on  this  campus  are  not  satisfactory.  We  as  a  whole 
community  of  scholars  do  not  have  the  basic  freedoms  that  other  colleges  take  for 
granted,  such  as  parietal  hours.  This  college  seems  to  think  that  the  only  type  of 
relationship  possible  between  a  boy  and  a  girl  is  of  a  sexual  nature.  I  hate  to  think 
what  the  good  administrators  would  think  of  the  relationship  between  the  good  Dr. 
Keenan  and  Mr.  Fitzgibbons.  Are  the  adulterers?  I  think  not.  Perhaps  the  administra- 
tors feel  that  we  as  students  do  not  know  of  the  "dangers"  that  premarital  sex  hold 
in  store  for  "normal"  people.  I  suppose  they  also  think  that  the  premarital  sex  that 
occurred  in  their  day  is  different  from  that  which  goes  on  today.  The  only  difference 
is  that  today  young  people  don't  believe  in  or  practice  hypocrisy. 

There  is  definitely  a  double  standard  in  existence  today.  It's  simple  what  they  do 
and  what  they  say  are  not  quite  the  same  thing,  what  we  do  and  say  are. 

Activism  is  a  very  bad  word  on  this  campus.  It  smacks  of  things  like  students 
questioning  the  antiquated  values  forced  upcn  us  while  we  were  young  and  defenseless 
to  the  lack  of  veracity  inherent  to  those  values.  It  smacks  of  the  audacity  of  the  students 
daring  to  stand  up  for  their  rights  and  privileges  under  the  Constitution  of  the  United 

People  are  very  concerned  as  to  why  the  college  students  of  today  are  revolting 
against  what  they  always  considered  "good"  and  "just".  Maybe  it's  because  we  have 
seen  the  path  that  is  paved  by  these  "good"  and  "right"  things;  Baby,  we  don't 
dig  it.  It's  my  contention  that  this  country  is  in  grave  peril  today.  The  student  is 
in  danger  of  being  ostarcized  from  society  (witness  Agnew's  nebulous  threats  of 
communism)  and  his  occupation  becoming  known  as  Un-American.

They  were  brought  to  trial,  as  you  put 
it,  "for  writing,  saying  and  thinking 
what  they  wanted  to".  Abbie  Hoffman  got 
five  years  in  prison  for  what  he  said, 
thought,  and  wrote.

Congresswoman 
Chisolm 
Speaks    Out

"Power"  in  America  has  always  been 
under  the  control  of  whites.  Thus,  there 
is  no  need  for  the  word  white  to  pre- 
ceed  the  word  "power"  when  talking  of 
who  is  in  control  of  America.  But  with 
the  advent  of  "Black  Power"  a  rage 
and  fear  were  seen  in  the  white  man 
because  the  colored  folks  had  gotten 
"out  of  place."  The  black  man  came 
out  of  the  subservient  position  of  "yes 
sah"  and  "no  sah,"  moved  up  in  this 
country  and  decided  to  demand  what  was 
his.  He  followed  the  examples  of  other 
immigrant  and  ethnic  minorities  in  Ame- 
rica. He  saw  the  Italians,  Irish,  and 
Jewish  groups  unite  and  demand  that 
America  recognize  them  as  citizens,  give 
them  equal  rights,  and  political  re- 
presentation. He  saw  that  they  attained 
their  goals  through  their  unity.  So  under 
the  slogan,  "Black  Power,"  the  black 
minority  has  consolidated  to  achieve 
their  goals  in  America. 

This  is  the  message  that  Congress- 
woman  Shirley  Chisolm  had  for  the  few 
people  who  were  fortunate  enough  to  hear 
her  speak  at  Weston  Auditorium  on 
Thursday  evening,  March  19th.  She 
stressed  the  fact  that  black  unity  is  like 
any  other  group  unity  which  bands  toge- 
ther to  move  forcefully  to  cause  a  change. 
She  says  that  there  is  "no  more  loyal 
group  than  black  people  in  America 
because  blacks  are  trying  to  work  with 
the   country   and  get  into  the  system." 

More  students  should  have  attended  the 
lecture  to  hear  her  talk  about  the  "hope" 
of  America.  She  thinks  that  the  "hope" 
lies  in  the  young  people  of  this  country, 
because  they  are  "committed  to  a  deeper 
sense  of  equality."  She  thinks  that  the 
older  generation  has  perpetuated  the 
racism  that  exists  today.  "Racism  is 
the  biggest  problem  in  America."  She 
feels  that  only  those  groups  which  are 
working  toward  a  social  change  will 
create  a  new  situation  here  in  America. 

Congresswoman  Chisolm  is  proi  1  of 
the  fact  that  she  is  a  woman,  a  biack, 
and  that  she  cannot  be  manipulated.  She 
has  faced  more  discrimination  in  Con- 
gress as  a  woman  that  she  has  as  a  black. 
"Many  people,"  she  says,  "are  upset 
because  I  cannot  be  controlled." 

Mrs.  Chisolm,  along  with  several  other 
Congressmen,  hopes  to  upset  the  senio- 
rity system  in  Congress.  She  realizes 
very  keenly  that  the  other  Congressmen 
must  move  on  before  any  significant 
changes  can  be  made  with  the  priori- 
ties on  the  floor.  The  older  Congress- 
men control  most  of  the  power  and  she 
says  that  "Power  concedes  nothing  with- 
out a  struggle."  She  is  prepared  to  fight 
to  bring  about  these  necessary  changes. 
Because  she  is  so  outspoken  on  many 
issues,  fellow  Congressmen  worriedly 
ask  her  "if  they  got  any  more  coming 
down  here  like  you?" 

Congresswoman  Shirley  Chisolm  is 
certainly  a  long  needed  addition  to  our 
Congress.  With  more  ideas  like  hers 
being  expressed  in  America,  conditions 
for  all  may  be  improved.
